2. Citations and E?qjlanations (Rule 70.7) 

Claims 1-32 meet the requirements of PCX Article 33(4) because the claimed invention has industrial utility as a preservative 
composition. 

Claims 1-14, 17-18, 22-23, 27 lacknovelty under PCT Article 33(2) as being anticipated by DBCKNER et al. 
DECKNER et al teach a skin care conq>osition (title). IPBC is disclosed at 0.001-5% (column 7 lines 3-15, 22-24). Amphoteric 
surfactants at 0.05-5%, including betaines, sultaincs, alkyl imino acetates, iminodialkanoates, and imidazoiinium derivatives are 
specified (column 14 lines 10-12, column 16 lines 48-63). As to the particular claimed an^hoteric compounds, applicants stipulate that 
they are all items of commerce. Antifoaming agents are disclosed (column 25 lines 27-28). 

Claims 1, 14-17, 19-21, 24-26, 28-32 lack novelty under PCT Article 33(2) as being anticipated by POPPEN et al. 
POPPEN et al teach a wood-protecting agent (title). Propiconazole, DPBC, and betaines are disclosed (column 3 lines 40-41, 62, 
column 4 lines 6-7). Andfoaming agents are specified (column 5 line s 59-60).
